Under  the  law  creating  the  above  Indemnity  Funds — Five  per  cent  of  all  fees  collected  for  making  abstracts 
are  set  aside  as  a  Trust  Fund  by  the  Recorder  for  the  Abstract  Indemnity  Fund  (R.  S.  Chapter  115,  Section  28). 

And  under  the  Torrens  System  of  Land  Registration,  one-tenth  of  one  percent  of  the  value  of  all  lands  registered, 
is  collected  as  a  Trust  Fund  by  the  Recorder  for  the  Torrens  Indemnity  Fund  (R.  S.  Chapter  30,  Section  142). 

The  Recordei  collects  these  funds  and  pays  the  same  semi-annually  to  the  County  Treasurer  to  be  held  in  Trust 
as  required  by  statute. 

These  Trust  Ftrnds  are  increasing  continually  and  the  law  authorizes  the  Coirnty  Treasurer  to  invest  all  of  said 
funds — principal  and  income — from  time  to  time  in  the  bonds  and  securities  of  the  United  States — or  of  this  State 
or  Counties  or  other  Municipalities  of  the  State,  with  the  approval  of  the  County  Court  by  order  entered  of  record 
(R.  S.  Chapter  30,  Section  143,  and  Chapter  115,  Section  28). 

The  purpose  of  these  Trust  Funds  is  to  reimbirrse  any  and  all  losses  sustained  by  persons  on  account  of  any 
error,  mistakes  or  omission  in  Registration  under  the  Torrens  System  or  in  issuing  Abstracts  of  Title.
